Meeting, converning the 1804-05 dollars, delights me 
immeasurably. I await with eagerness the full text of 
your message and an extended account of your performance. 

For many years I have personally suspected the genuine- 
ness of these coins. When Farran Zerbe purchased these 
1804-05 dollars I happened to be in New York. He dis- 
played these coins and we discussed them over lunch at the 
Waldorf. While he said nothing against the coins, he left 
me with the feeling that "there was a bug under the chip." 

As you remember, Farran was a true expert, and because a 
"thing came from England" didn’t make it ^ for him. 

More power to you. A man in Texas owned an 1804 with all the 
"good points" of the so-called originals. As long as the man 
lived he reported his coin as genuine, costing him $5,000 
many years ago. I was asked to appraise his collection. I 
discovered a note in his numismatic papers: "This is not an 
1804 dollar - but an altered date - made for me in New York 
by an artisan who charged me $150 for it," I examined it 
closely, and it was indeed a "masterpiece." 

From these modern "roll and bag" addicts, your good work in 
this expose will arouse little interest. But to all oldtimers 
you have endeared yourself. Sorry I was not in Atlanta to lead 
the cheering squad. It is the first ANA Convention I have missed 
since 1929,

(Morton - he of 
the slogan "It never rains, but it pours," was a 
contempary of "Col." Rodgers .J Jordan's Saline was 
named for another salt-mine operator of the period. 

The granddaughter, whose married name I've forgotten, 
reported her grands ire owned "more than a hundred 
slaves'- and this script was all the money-pay the 
slaves got - but was as good as gold at the Company 
(Rodgers) Store. Seems the "Col." - all leading citizens 
were called Col. in those days - had an office in 
Shreveport, Louisiana. 

So, Eric, you can take the story from there.
